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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose a driving apparatus for a PDP in which one frame has a plurality of sub-fields 
having, Inter alia, "a load detector for receiving the mapped data from the sub-field mapping means to 
generate a control signal in response to whether or not a data for each sub-field is supplied; and a 
waveform generator for controlling a sustaining pulse applied to a panel in response to said information 
about the number of sustaining pulses and said control signal" (claim 1 ) or a PDP having, inter alia, " 
during at least one sub-field of a frame, at least one sub-field having an address period and a sustain 
period, the second circuit omit sustain signals to at least one of the first electrodes or the second 
electrodes during the sustain period of the at least one sub-field to provide a constant voltage" (claim 6); 
or a method of driving a PDP having, inter alia, "driving at least one of the first electrodes or the second 
electrodes using a second circuit during the sustain period of the at least one sub-field, wherein the 
second circuit provides a constant voltage to at least one of the first electrodes or the second electrodes 
during entire period of the sustain period of the at least one sub-field" (claim 10). The remaining claims 2, 
3, 7-9 and 11-13 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies from the independent claims. Hence, the 
examiner has allowed claims 1-3 and 6-13.
